Mrs. 'J tried every possible means to 

reform the truant husband, and finally call- 
ed to ber ai l the father. The old man suc- 
ceeded no letter than the wife had done, 
and concluded his expostulations with a 
threat to disinherit him, which threat he ex- 
ecuted, lie died three years ago, not leav- 
ing tbe son a dollar ot his immense wealth. 

<i continued his extravagant course of 

life, became intimate with secessionists, 
and was locked up in tbe Old Capitol two 
years, by order of the Secretary of War. 

Upoa l*eing released he went to Canada, 
where, by means of matrimonial advertise- 
ments be opened correspondence with seve- 
ral iad.es.

To this end he removed 
his baggage from the hotel without her 
knowledge, and then departed himself un- 
der pretense of going to Philadelphia on 
business.

The Augusta (Georgia) Chronicle and 
Sentinel says: 

We are glad to nothre the effort making at 
tbe North to ei.courage immigration to the 
Southern States. Nov. that slavery no long- 
er exists, it has become a social necessity to 
break up aud abandon the plantation sys- 
tem which has hitherto prevailed in our 
nii'lst. The Government, we doubt not, 
favors this policy, and the best interests ol 
our people require its early aud uniform 
adoption. 

There are many and obvious advantages 
tbat would arise from the substitution ol 
small freeholders for those large landed es- 
tates win. Ii have fostered the aristocratic 
element in Southern society. One of these 
advantages would be the improvement ot 
our system of husbandry. Heretofore our 
agriculture has been conducted on a plan 
that has yielded the very minimum ol 
profits for tbe amount of capital invested. 

We question if tbe average prolils of ag- 
ricultural industry in this country are 
much, it at all, greater than in the worst 
cultivated districts of France and Spain, 
We have su tiered ourselvts to be blinded 
by the heavy - exportation of eotton, rice, 
etc., forgetting 'hat these crops were con- 
sumed in the payment of Northern debls; 
and that we are all the time growing poor, 
when compared with other sections of tbe 
I nion. The late war did not more clearly 
establish our military inferiority as a sec- 
tion, than it developed our relative pecuni- 
ary weakness. The plantation system, in 
connection wilh slave labor, is one reason 
why the South, despite its advantages of 
the soil and its climate, is behind the other 
section of the Uuiun in population and in 
its industrial enterprises. 

South Carolina has suffered more from 
thi- cause than any other Southern State 
Her Bluffton chivalry would be satisfied 
with nothing but a big plantation swarm- 
ing with negro laborers. Georgia, as early 
as 1S30, distribute! by lottery many thou- 
sands of forly acre lots, and tbe conse- 
quence is seen in tbe relative States. In 
1790 South Carolina bad double the popula- 
tion of Georgia, but now the figures are 
reversed. Georgia has a white and colored 
population of oue and a quarter millions, 
and her "erring sister" across the Savan- 
nah has, perhaps, seven hundred thousand, 
of which nearly two-thirds are colored. We 
urge, therefore, the speedy inauguration of 
some policy that shall encourage the mul- 
ti plication of freeholds. Ixiyal laud-owners 
will hud this more advantageous to them- 
selves than to keep their lauds vacant, or 
even to lease them for a term of years. 

A Girl's Foot Cut Oil by a Reaper. 

The Beaver Dam (Wis.) Citizen relates 
that a girl, about fifteen years of age, an 
adopter daughter of Luther Butts, residing 
in the town of Alto, Fond du Lac county, 
while driving a reaper, one day last week, 
was thrown from her seat and fell directly 
before the sickle. The man who was on 
the platform to rake instantly raised tbe 
sickle and apron, so that they might pass 
over ber, but tbe heel of her shoe caught in 
some part of the machinery, so tbat tbe 
aickle cut ber foot off exactly at the ankle 
joint, leaving it attached only by a small 
poition of skin, aud then the same leg was 
broken in two places between tbe ankle 
and the knee, and the thigh painfully bruis- 
ed, while a severe gash was cut in the calf 
of t be other leg, before the horses could be 
stopjied, and the girl released from her 
frightful situatiou.

He exhausted 
bis own resources, and, hoping for a turn of 
luck, he staked money which belonged to 
Ibe Government. He hist again. He play- 
ed wildly, desperately, hcreely; but he lost. 
He looks abound and sees tbat he has not 
only fritted away his own fortune, but has 
squandered money not his own, lor which 
he will be held to strict account. Dishonor 
and disgrace await him. He sees but one 
way to escape them, and, after days ot 
doubt, culminating in despair — after an af-

Atlantic Cable— How the First 
was Repaired. 

The correspondent of the London Times 
describes as follows how the first defect of 
the cable was repaired: 

As the lengths of wire of 100 or 150 miles 
were manufactured at Messrs. Glass and 
Elliott's they were taken down in barges 
and coiled away in the tanks on board the 
Great Eastern. Each as it arrived was of 
course spliced up to that which had pre- 
ceded it, and this was often done in the 
tanks themselves. The operation of splic- 
ing not only means joining the conductor, 
but also joining the outside wires, the junc- 
tion of the latter being made at different 
lengths— the bits of wire cut out being 
thrown away. It seems, however, that one 
of these atoms of wire, about two inches 
long, and as thick as a stout darning nee- 
dle, fell on the coil unnoticed— as, indeed, 
who would notice it, or for a moment tbink 
of the consequences which its disregarded 
presence in such a spot might surely occa- 
sion? The weight of the layers of cable 
laid above this fragment— as insignificant 
as a shaving in a carpenter's shop— pressed 
it firmly into the tarred hemp which forms 
the outside covering of tbe cable. To this 
it adhered. While in the tank it did no 
harm, but when this portion came to be 
paid out, the small diameter of the eight 
leading wheels which give accens to the 
paying-out machine, and the weight of the 
jockey pulleys over these which keep the 
rope in its place, bent the stout iron wire so 
sharply that it passed between the hemp, 
piercing the gutta percba through at least 
two or three of its four folds, and there re- 
mained. In this state it was found, and 
instantly recognized as a piece of wire from 
a splice joiut. A short length of cable wa« 
at once cut out, a new splice nntde, vigi- 
lantly tested, and gradually sunk. When 
on tbe bottom it was again retested for 
some hours, aud the signals were shown to 
be absolutely perfect. 



The Poverty of Statesmen. 

Statesmen who are worthy of the appel- 
lation given them, generally fail to secure 
fortunes.

Jefferson died comparatively poor. In- 
deed, if Congress had not purchased his li- 
brary, and given for it five times its value, 
ne would with difficulty have kept the 
wolf from his door.

To add to his fortune, how- 
ever, or rather to that of his widow, Con- 
gress purchased his manuscript papers, 
and paid $30,000 for them. 

James Monroe, the sixth President of the 
United States, died in New York so poor, 
that his remains fouud a restiug place 
through the charity of one of his friends. 
They remuiu in a cemetery in School street, 
but no monument marks the spot where 
they respose. 

John ijuincey Adams left some §150,000, 
the result ol industry, prudence, and inher- 
itance. He was a man of method and 
economy. 

Martiii Van IJuren died very rich. 
Throughout bis political life he studiously 
looked out tor bis owu interest. It is uot 
believed that ho ever spent thirty shillings 
in politics. His party shook the bush, and 
he caught the bird. 

Daniel Webster squandered some mil- 
lions in his life-time, the product of his pro- 
fessional and political speculations. He 
died leaving his property to his children, 
and his debts to bis friends. Tbe former 
sold for less thau f 20,000— the latter exceed- 
ed IBMyNOi 

Henry Clay left a very handsome estate. 
It probably exceeded $100,000. He was a 
prudent manager, aud a scrupulously 
hom-st man. 

James K. Polk left about $150,000— $50,000 
ot which he saved from bis Presidency of 
four years. 

John Tyler left $50,000. Before he reach- 
ed ibe Presidency be was bankrupt. In 
office, he husbanded his means ; and then 
married a rich wife. 

Zachary Taylor left $150,000. 

Millard Fillmore is a wealthy man, and 
keeps his money in a strong box. It will 
not be squaudered iu speculation, nor 
squandered in vice. 

Ex-President Pierce saved some $50,000 
from his term of service. 

The Miss Harris Case— A Statemeut by 
the Itrother of Burroughs. 

A brother of Burroughs, the Treasury 
lerk who was killed by Miss Harris, has 
ust published a statement In reference to 
the letters read on the trial to show tbat 
Burroughs was engaged to be married to 
Miss Harris, 'ibe gist of the statement is, 
that only a part of the correspondence was 
read, aud that part read in a mutilated 
shape; that Mr. Bradley, the attorney for 
Miss Harris, peremptorily refused to read 
letters which were brought to his notice, 
and which, it is asserted, refuted the idea of 
a marriage engagement between Miss Har- 
ris and tbe deceased. Reference is especi- 
ally made to a Utter dated January 19, 1802, 
terminating definitely all intimacy between 
tbe two parlies in question. The statement 
is also made in regard to the deceased, that 
a month before his marriage, he spent a 
week in Chicago, aud oue evening men- 
tioned to his intended wife that he had just 
been to call on "Mollis Harris," bad in- 
formed her of his intended marriage, and 
she had told him she was engaged to a Mr. 
Devlin, of Baltimore. During the follow- 
ing winter he received, in Washington, a 
Chicago paper containing a notice of the 
marriage of Harris to Devlin, and on visit- 
ing Chicago with his wife, in September fol- 
lowing, he proposed, and it was arranged 
that they should cali on Mary on their re- 
turn home through Baltimore. They were 
only prevented from the attempt to do so 
by au accident. 

We give these statements for what they 
are worth, ?and as a closing feature of a 
very interesting and suggestive criminal 
trial. _ 

Anecdote of Victor Hugo. 

Those who have read Les Miserables will 
appreciate the following anecdote, which 
very recently was an item of gossip in Brus- 
sels : 

"One morning, a few weeks since, an el- 
derly and respectable gentleman might 
have been seen ou tbe Place de 1' Hotel de 
Ville, gazing with much curiosity at. a sign 
over a tobacconists. The words which ex- 
cited his surprise were 'An Petit Gavrocbe.' 
Looking first on tbe sign and then at the 
number of the house, he said to the friend 
who was with him, '1 really don't under- 
stand that; it certainly was here!' With- 
out more consideration he entered, and 
speaking to an elderly lady, said: 'I beg 
pardon, madam, bul have you resided in 
this house very long?' 'No, monsieur, we 
have only been here about two years.' 
'May I ask why you took that sign? and, 
If I am not too inquisitive, do you know M. 
Victor Hugo?' *I do not; but I know little 
Oavroche, lor I have read Les Miserables.' 
' Did you like the book ?' 'Indeed I did, for 
I,- too, belong to the people. 1 have seen 
barricades, and I have been iu prison for 
political opinion's sake.' From ivcidents 
in her career she turned aside to ber politi- 
cal opinions, which were ultru Red Repub- 
lican. ( In concluding a long list of these — 
for tbe subject was a favorite one, aud her 
listener was very attentive — the gentleman 
held out bis band to ber, saying: 'Madame, 
allow me to shake hands with you as a 
friend. I am the father of little Gavroche.' 
It was Victor Hugo. His astonishment 
upon seeing his little hero's name on a sign 
was doubled by its hanging ou tbe bouse 
In which he commenced writing Les Mis- 
erables." 

Tbe Rogue's Gallery iu Boston has been 
discontinued. One individual, who was 
sent to the State prison, and was shortly 
afterward pardoned, sued the Police De- 
partment for exhibiting bis portrait in the 
gallery, and succeeding iu convincing the 
jury that he was entitled to damages. This 
precedent established, it was deemed best 
to discontinue the gallery, as any rogue 
could do the same as this man, aud tbe de- 
partment could uot stand the expense.

A number of Presbyterian clergymen of 
the secesh persuaniou iu St. Louis, have 
joined in a lengthy address to their brethren 
in the interior, declaring that thpy cannot 
and will not take the oath required by the 
new Constitution. Gov. Fletcher proposes 
to attend to the case of these gentlemen as 
soon as the time hxed by law expires. 

The emigration westward this season is 
said to !•>■ larger than at any former time 
since the California excitement. It is stated 
that over live thousand trains aud more 
than forty thousand bead of stock passed 
Fort Laramie in the month of May. These 
emigrauts are largely made up of sturdy, 
hard-working men. who arc accompanied 
by their families, and are just the right ma- 
terial to develop the rich resources of the 
Western territories. A gentleman from 
Iowa says that the emigration to that State 
this season is unprecedented. 



Our Audersoiiviile Martyr*. 

A private letter from Capt. James M. 
Moore, A. <l. M., who was dispatched to 
Audersonville, Ga., for the purpose of de- 
cent burial to the remains of our prisoners 
who were murdered by the late rebel au- 
thorities, has been received iu Washington. 
Cajit. M. Wiites under date of July 26: 

"We are encani|>ed within one hundred 
yards of the prison pen of Anderson ville, 
and it is, in the fullest sense of the w ork, 
nothing more than a [ten. A human i«en. 
where thirty thousand of our brave soldiers 
were huddled together in an enclosure not 
two huudred yards long and scarcely one 
hundred wide, where they were exposed to 
the rays of an almost tropical sun for 
months, resulting in the death of thousands. 
This prison-pen should never be permitted 
to be destroyed, but should stand until its 
stockade falls to the ground by decay, so 
that the unbelieving of the North may be 
able to look on this grouud and convince 
themselves of the inhuman cruelties perpe- 
trated by the Southern leaders on our pris- 
oners. This is about the hottest place in 
the South. There are yet about fourteen 
thousand head-boards to letter aud put up, 
and I may not get home before the latter 
part of August." 

A Man Commits Si n ji»k by |MM 
His Own Brains Oct.— On Friday even- 
ing last, a German named Andrew J. Volk, 
mi >ut tinny years of age, and a blacksmith 
hv trade, was arrested on the street and 
taken to the Central Station House, and 
was supposed to be of unsound mind. He 
was incarcerated in one of the cells and laid 
down as if to sleep. In the course of an 
hour or two he awoke and got up on the 
bench on which he had been lying, and 
threw himself head foremost on the stone 
floor. Before the turnkey could interfere, 
Volk had jumped up and was butting his 
head against the door of his cell. Efforts 
were then made to prevent him from but- 
ting his head against anything else, aud a 
physician was sent for. His head was bad- 
ly cut, and the blood flowed profusely. Af- 
ter the turnkey and officer bad tied Yolk's 
legs and arms, be kept beating his head 
against the stone pavement of the calaboose. 
At last the ambulance was got ready and 
the officers started to carry him to the City 
Hospital, and when the ambulance reached 
ti.e corner of Sixth and Chestnut streets, 
Volk was found to be dead.- [St, Louis 
Democrat. 



EXPATRIATION OF REBEL*. 

Side by side in yesterday's Journal we 
noticed two editorial articles which strike 
us as making an odd mixture, or at least if 
we found them elsewhere we should be 
more or less surprised at their incongruity. 
From a source so atllictingly "sandwiched" 
as the Jourual professes lobe, "between a 
rebel and an Abolitionist," such contradic- 
tions are not to be wondt red at probably. 
In one of these articles the editor advocates 
the repeal of the expatriation law in Ken- 
tucky; in the other he laments the defeat of 
M . Yeanian in the Second Congressional 
District. In the one be says : 

We do favor the repeal of the expatriation 
law of Kentucky. That law, in our opin- 
ion, does no good. We regard it as un ne- 
cessary, and, in not a few cases, oppressive. 
The legislation of Congress appears to us 
to be all-sufficient. The repeal of the State 
law would of course open the way ot some 
rebels to the polls, but we thiok that it 
would open the way to quite as many, if 
not more, returned Confederates sincerely 
penitent and truly intent upon leading loyal 
lives. 

The reader will note in passing the sin- 
gularly hue distinction between a "rebel" 
and a "Confederate." 

In the other article the editor declares, 
and we believe justly, that 

A majority of the men who voted against 
Mr. Yeaman would go against anything 
that the Governmeut or the loyal party 
wants done. Many of them are fools e ough 
to think that slsvery can be restored, aud 
all of them would like to see the Government 
m more trouble. 

We think this paragraph alone furnishes 
an adequate and all-sufficient reply to the 
other article entire. Preceding it is a state- 
ment from a "prominent gentlemen" in the 
district, for whose intelligence the Journal 
vouches, to the effect 

That the bitterness, vindictiveness, and 
malice felt toward the Government, tne 
amendment, aud all men like Mr. Y., are 
appalling. Our informant has no doubt 
ttiat there is more of the feeling of reltellion 
this day in Kentucky than in couth Caroli- 
na or Virginia. 

The Journal, so far from dissenting from 
this, adds the paragraph quoted above. It 
seems tolerably plain to our mind that we 
are not as a State, iu a condition to forego 
the little advantage our expatriation law 
affords to Union men and Union principles, 
with such a "feeling of rebellion'' as that in 
our midst. In spile of the law, it is true, as 
the Journal says, "that the very worst kind 
of rebels voted without restriction" in many 
places in the district. The law has proved, 
nevertheless of some restraint, and numer- 
ous ^sections of the State have been 
shielded by it from the mischievous votes 
of the very worst kind of rebels. Had it 
been possible to secure a uniform and {ter- 
fect execution of the law, there is no sha- 
dow of doubt that the Union party would 
have carried the election recently by a ma- 
jority adequate to secure the passage of the 
amendment and wheel Kentucky fairly 
and squarely into the line of loyal States. 
But even an imperfect execution of the law 
is vastly better than nothing. Aud if the 
violations of it are vigorously and fearless- 
ly brought to punishment, as we trust and 
expect tbey will be, our next election will 
reveal still more amply, the benefits of the 
law. Why should the law be repealed? 
The reason given by the Journal is as fol- 
lows : 

Of cour-e all returned Confederates must 
take the oath of fidelity to the Constitution 
and the laws, and, although a portion of 
them will unquestionably disregard and 
violate the spirit aud the letter of their 
oaths, it is probably better that this should 
l>e than that we should have a large dis- 
franchised class in our State — proscribed 
men — persons feeling that they have no 
jMiwer, and consequently little or no inter- 
est iu the Government, regarding it with 
hate and not with love, viewing it as their 
tyrant and not their friend cr protector, 
and having nothing to do politically except 
to plot and conspiie against the Common- 
wealth. 

Would their plotting and conspiring 
against the Commonwealth be any less 
efiective from having the elective franchise? 
They plot as it is, aud vote ns it is, to the 
limit of their ability and chances. We cer- 
tainly prefer taking the risk of their plot- 
tings when they feel "that they have no 
power," to that of giving them full swiDg 
after tbey have exhibited such unequivocal 
determination to "go against anything the 
Government wants done." Some years 
hence the repeal of this law may be in or- 
der, but not yet, not whilst a large class of 
in the State who would like to 
trouble," aud 

who will "go against anything the Govern- 
ment wants done." Don't put into the 
bands of such contumacy the tremendous 
weajion of the ballot. 

It is not worth while to cite the example 
set by President Johnson in bis general 
amnesty to the inhabitants of the revolted 
States. The restoration of those States to 
the Union is not yet sufficiently far ad- 
vanced to make the example relevaut, or 
the cases parallel. Everybody knows that 
if those States apply for readmission with 
a majority of their voters determined to go 
against anything the Government wants 
done, or without first ratifying the Consti- 
stitutional amendment, as the security and 
warrant of their actual penitence and re- 
turning loyalty, they will be summarily re- 
jected. President Johnson's amnesty does 
not restore the rebels to citizenship in the 
United States. It gives them an opportu- 
nity to manifest their worthiness to once 
more receive that boon. Let them make 
such a display of their qualities as the Jour- 
nal admits our Kentucky rebels have done, 
and the grass will grow over them before 
their citizenship is restored. It must be re- 
meml»ered, moreover, that no Kentucky 
the plea which multitudes in the 
tates can urge, whether siucerely 
or not, namely: That they had to choose 
between treason to the nation and treason 
to their State. Our rebels were disloyal to 
both State and nation. And now if they 
thiuk a few years disfranchisement, a ty- 
rannical and cruel punishment, for their 
double crime, and are roused by it to plot- 
lings and hatred, it simply shows how 
totally undeserving they are of the leniency 
that spares their miserable lives.

WADE HAMPTON AND JOE JOHN- 
STON. 

From Major Nicholas' "Story of The 
Great March" we copy the following on the 
personal appearance of these two celebri- 
ties iu the rebel army. The observations 
were made during the famous conference 
resulting in the capitulatiou of the forces 
under Johnston: 

Wade Hampton, a large and powerful 
man, gave but little opportunity for a criti- 
cal examination of the graces of bis person; 
for during the morning he lay stretched, in 
an indifferent manner, upon an old carpen- 
ter's bench by the side of the house; and 
when he aftewards followed his superior 
out of the enclosure, dangling after him an 
immense sword which must have been im- 
ported for the occasion, either Nature or the 
tailor, or both, gave him ati appearance of 
vulgarity and clumsiness which surprised 
those who had been educated to lielieve 
that a South Caroliuian who owned many 
slaves was necessarily an elegant and re- 
fined gentleman. It should be said of 
Hampton's lace — that is, what could be 
seen of it behind a beard which was unnat- 
urally black for a man of fifty years of age 
—that it seemed bold even beyond arro- 
gance; and this expression was, it possible, 
intensified by the boastful fanfaronade 
which he continued during the whole pe- 
riod of the conference. 

General Johnston, whom we had an op- 
portunity of observing later in the day, is a 
man of medium height and striking ap- 
pearance. He was dressed in a neat gray 
uniform, which harmonized gracefully 
with a full beard and mustache of silvery 
whiteness, partly concealing a geni d and 
generous mouth, that must hnve become 
habituated to a kindly smile. His eyes, 
dark brown in color, varied in expression 
— now intense and sparkling, and then soft 
with tenderness, or twiukliug with humor. 
The nose was Roman and the forehead full 
aud prominent. The general cast of the 
features gave an expression of goodness 
and manliness, mingling a line nature with 
the decision and energy of the capable sol- 
dier. These were my impressions of Gen. 
Joe Johnston, as I saw him, now assenting 
to some proposition of Gen. Sherman, put 
forth iu his acute, energetic manner, or 
when in conversation with a brother officer 
of the old army, Geu. Barry, met here for 
the lirsl time in many years.

MISTAKEN ORDKK— DRUMMING OlT.— 

Yesterday afternoon the citizens along 
Main street beheld a sight, that has never 
occurred this city before— drumming a sol- 
dier out. The man, whose name is Cissell, 
aud who belonged to an Indiana regiment, 
was tried before a Military Commission for 
using the following disrespectful language: 
"Lincoln is dead; I don't care a God damn; 
he has gone to hell." The Commission 
found him guilty and sentenced him to be 
taken to Jeffersouville Barracks under 
guard, and to be marched thiough the 
grounds of the barracks for two hours, with 
a placard containing the language used at- 
tached to bis back, uud then dishonorably 
discharged the service of the United States, 
with the loss of all pay and allowances. 
By some mistake the placard was placed 
upon his back at the Provost Mashal's office 
in this city, and a corps of musiciaus sent 
with him. As soon as they had left the 
Provost Marshal's office the negro guard 
fixed bayonets and the band struck up the 
"Rogue's March." The novel procession 
created quite a sensation in Main street. 
Capt. Drye is extremely mortified that such 
a mistake should occur. As it is over it 
cannot be helped, but we think the puuish- 
ment was none too severe. 



A SOUTHERN OPINION Of CHIEF 
JUST1CK C IIASE* 

Southern journals make appeals from 
time to time to their Northern contempora- 
ries, in a tone of mixed petulance aud pa- 
thos, for more charity and candor in their 
analysis of Southern leaders and their mo- 
tives. The Mobile Tribune of August lid 

and candor: 

The Judge, before he made his recent 
tour througn the South, believed that every 
white man within these States was too lazy 
to work, and, instead of going out iu the 
morning to get the meat that was desired 
for dinner, would seize a young negro aud 
pitch it into the dinner pot, to be nerved up 
for the postprandial meal. By diligent in- 
quiry he found out that this was not true; 
and so he agreed to make a compromise 
between his prepossessions and the facts he 
discover* d in his journey. The result is 
announced in the telegraphic report which 
we reprint above. We do not eat little ne- 
groes, as he believed, but we are so lazy 
that he seems to be tearful that, as we do 
not eat them, we are bound, from our de- 
moralized condition, to be presently eaten 
bv them. Well, this is what he has been 
teaching for many years — the right of the 
negro to eat the wnite man. 

But why should a sensible man deal with 
such foliy? The expiession of it shows 
with how little wisdom the world is gov- 
erned, and shows, moreover, how little wis- 
dom there is iu the fanatical hosts of which 
Judge Chase is the most conspicuous mem- 
ber; aud vet this man w.is feted and ca- 
ressed in his travels through the South by 
Southern men and Southern women! 



Spurious and Genuine Greenbacks. 

On inquiry at the United States Treasu- 
rer's office, it has lieeu ascertained that of 
the large amount of notes presented for re- 
demption, not more than from one and a 
half to two per cent., if so many, are coun- 
terfeit. The spurious notes are easily de- 
tected, and are promptly branded "counter- 
feit" with au iron constantly kept heated 
fur that purpose. Of course, the holders, 
and not the Treasury, bear the loss. From 
fifty to one hundred dollars of such curren- 
cy, of various denominations, is destroyed 
every day. 

No knowledge of counterfeit National 
Bank notes has come to the bureau, nor of 
ones or twos of United States currency. 
The latter denominations are, however, 
altered to represent higher amounts, and 
some photograph fives are in circulation. 
A tolerably well executed five dollor note 
recently found its way to the Redemption 
Bureau, having previously bueu Stamped 
as counterfeit by an Eastern bank. The 
most numerous counterfeits are on the frac- 
tional currency. 

Fruitless Attempt to Treat with the 
Indians.— From a gentleman of this city, 
who arrived here Sunday uight on the Wel- 
come, we learn that the attempt of General 
Sully to make peace with the Indians had 
proved futile. In the latter part of July 
Gen. Sully had a conference with some 
three hundred lodges of Indians, represent- 
ing some two thousand warriors, who were 
willing to enter into a treaty of peace with 
the Government. Some sixty or seventy 
miles from Fort Rioe there was a camp of 
six or seven thousand hostile Indians, com- 
posed of Sioux, Arrapahoes, Cheyenues, 
and other tribes, who, in reply to a propo- 
sition of Gen. Sully toeotne and confer with 
him on the subject of peace, stated that they 
did not. want peace; that they were ready 
and willing to fight, and that they desired 
Gen. Sully, with his "little boys to come 
and "pitch in" as soon as he pleased. Gen. 
Sully had orders not to make war but to 
proceed to Devil's Lake, and had already 
started for the latter place when our in- 
formant left. -[Kansas City Adv., 8th,

The papers elicited general approval. 
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Commercial Matters In New York. 

New York, August 16.— The stock mar- 
ket is calmer alter yesterday's excitement 
than might be ex|x»cted. There is, however, 
an underfeeling ot caution, which betokens 
fear that the storm may not yet be passed. 
The chief questions of interest are as to the 
amount of forged gold certificates actually 
afloat, and the kind of settlement likely to 
be made by Ketchum, Sou ft Co. 

The stock market was excited, and sales 
were very heavy throughout the list, prin- 
ci pally regular. A strong effort was made 
to support the prices of some of the stocks 
by the Bull cliques interested in the matter. 

Alter the last Board there was a decline 
on the street, but the market afterwards 
improved again. 

The bears have been covering their con- 
tracts to a onsideraole extent and other 
parties have purchased for quick turn. The 
market lacks any organized combination to 
sustain prices permanently aud confidence 
is not yet entirely restored. 

Governments are without material change 
and the National Banks are paying seven- 
thirty coupons. Bank and private lenders 
show great caution in lending, and al the 
same time appear generally to appreciate 
the importance of caution iu calling in 
Iheir loans, lest they should produce uune- 
essary panic.

More About the Forgery— Extent of Loss 
Not known— efforts to Capture Young 
ketch u uij. 

New York, Aug. 16.— The excitement 
concerning the forgery by young Ketchum 
has somewhat subsided. The extent of the 
loss is not yet known, but will probably 
reach two and a half million dollars. Ow- 
ing to the extensive forgeries of Ketchum 
there is a general reform now being inau- 
gurated in some of the city banks. On 
Wall street to-day checks were paitl with- 
out being properly certified. In one in- 
stance a broker who applied for $5,000 was 
refused till the books were examined to as- 
certain if his accounts justified the loan, 
li was found he had overdrawn money to 
Ihe amouut ol 823,000. 

The la»t check presented by Ketchum on 
Monday was drawn in the firm name 
aud on the City Bank for #00,000. The check 
was presented in person by Ketchum, who 
requested that the money lie given bim in 
luge bills. There being but a small amount 
of those on hand he was paid mostly in 
small bills. This is believed to be all the 
money he carried away with him. Some ol 
the envelopes, in which bonds were kept, 
are found neatly folded, entered and laid 
away, as though complete, though their 
contents are no longer to be found and there 
is no evidence of their existence. Young 
Ketchum's stock and gold speculations art 
ttie sole cause of his ruin. Once or twice the 
lather positively assured that firm, though 
wot engaged in such operations, that his son 
certainly was, aud on speaking of these 
la. is they were denied by Edward. In a 
letter which E lward wrote before- his lliglu 
he gave an account of his operations as 
partner in the binking house. The names 
of persons or institutions with whom he 
luid hypo heeded the missingsecuritieswere 
staled", aud I'M ward's directions in regard 
to the disposition ofthe papers, Ac. were to 
be pursued by the firm. The abstracts aud 
securities were not entirely the property of 
Ihe dealers withtLe bankiug house, but be- 
louged iu part to the house. The account 
is not complete and can't be withiu a day 
or two as already reported. Ketchum A Co. 
are plying in the bank to the credit off 
Snider all funds sent to the linn. A vigor- 
ous search is being made for Ketchum. It 
is thought he has goueto Halifax to take it 
steamer for Europe. 

The Commercial Advertiser says, in case 
of capture he will not la? punished, his 
:ather will not prosecute him, and in case 
the sums drawn on the forged checks are 
paid up, the other parties will take no ac- 
tion. 

The Times says, the business proper ol 
Ket. hum it Bca was that of brokers and 
hankers. Three or four months ago thev 
were great bears iu railway stocks. Oi 
late they have been great bufls in the gold 
market. They suddenly reversed their po- 
sition for railways, first covering their pre- 
vious short contracts at a very heavy loss, 
it was said at the time from $1,500,000 to 
$2,000,000. The recent upward gold move- 
ment was of their engineering, il was made 
to weigh heavy on the imrket, because 
there was no export demand for gold. 

The Custom House demand went only 
partially ahead of July interest on the pub- 
lic debt, and about the middle of that month 
the Custom House demand promised to ac- 
cumulate gold rapidiy in the Treasury— 
already holding about $35,000,000, anil it 
was believed this demand would so con- 
tinue through the month of August aa to 
advance the price of gold in the market, 
from a comparative scarcity of supply out- 
side. A large sum is already monopolized la- 
this speculation. It was then that the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury determined to con- 
vert a portion of his surplus into currency 
at the market rates, and it was then also 
that speculators are supposed to have re- 
solved to sell at an advanced price after- 
wards. 

These facts have seemed to render the 
house un|K>pular among the supporters of 
the Government, and have done much to- 
ward modifying the sympathy felt for them 
on the street. 

The gold checks are in all esteutials like 
aii3' other, only that they are numbered 
and recorded before they are good for pay- 
ment. 1st. Signature of the drawer. 2d. 
Signature of ttie regisierer. 3d. Signature 
Of the teller. 4th. Signature of the payer. 
Thttsignalures were very bungliugly forged. 
The namus were not spelled correctly, nor 
was there the least attempt to counterfeit 
the handwriting ofthe parties on whom the 
fraud was committed. It is difficult .o un- 
derstand how careful business men could 
permit millions of dollars to pass in and 
out off their hands on pieces of papers which 
were not only not genuine, or even looked 
like genuine checks.

Canadian Parliament— The Anuexatlan 
Uuestlon. 

New York, Aug. 16— The Herald has 
the following from Quebec to-day: The 
government removes to OttoWa next 
month when Parliament closes. The build- 
ings are now being furnished and will be 
ready for occupation in a month. 

Several members to-day asked the Min- 
ister his intention as to the Potter-Wood 
annexation letter and speech. Mr. Carter 
replied, that the matter was under Govern- 
ment consideration. Hon. Geo. Brown and 
other ministers assailed Wood and Potter 
with gross language. The ground taken 
by the opposition was that the speech of Mr. 
Potter was laid at private causes in the 
Halted States, and therefore the Canadian 
Government had no right to iuterfere. 

The Ministry agreed to adjourn until 
Tuesday. 

The motion to enable members to take a 
trip to Sagunaw at Government expense, 
was defeated on division. 

Attorney General Cortier, for Govern- 
ment, to-dav stated the policy of the minis- 
try was to deter consideration on Colonial, 
railway and defense question* until 1866.'

A commission, composed of delegates 
from each province, is to meet at Quebec 
next month to arrange preliminaries, and 
they^will also make cbangrs in the custom 
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Fortress Monroe, Aug. 15.— The steam- 
er Thomas Collier ran into an old wreck in 
lames river, near Kichmoud, yesterday, 
doing some damage. She left for Balti- 
more last aPernoon for repairs. Her pumps 
were insufficient to keep her clear of water. 

The sales of Government horses and 
mules at Camp Hamilton came off yester- 
day. 

The most intense excitement was caused 
in this city yesterday afternoon by the ex- 
plosion of a magazine, containing a large 
quantity of powder, situated on a lot lyiug 
between the river aud canal, about two 
hundred yards below the Pump House. 
The first report was at 4 o'clock and was 
quickly followed by the rapid explosion or 
shells and ammunition. 

It was the property of the late rebel gov- 
ern meut, st or— I in a small wooden house 
known as the Tredgar srsenal. It is sup- 
posed they contained 2,000 rounds of shells, 
shot antl rifle cartridges, and a large quan- 
tity of percussion caps were also stored in 
one of the houses. Fragments of shells 
wore thrown for miles around. Persons 
living near Oregon Hill had to flee for their 
lives. Several houses were struck, but the 
inmates escaped. Many narrow escapes 
are reported. 

There are various reports and theories as 
to the origin of the explosion. It is believ- 
ed to have beeu accidental. It is reported 
that a member ofthe 11th United States 
infantry, named Hully, aud a negro were 
killed by the explosion. 



TheTilal of Wirtx— Interest Felt iu It in 
the South. 

New York, August 16.— The Tribune's 
Richmond con espondent savs the interest 
already manifested in arranging for the 
trial of Wirtz bid fair to outstrip fiat occa- 
sioned by the couvictions of the assassius. 
In merit or demerit ot this trial the whole 
Southern people, as a body, are interested 
in whatovef tacts shall be passed, and what 
judgments shall be passed. Their popular 
sentiment toward Union prisoners will be 
adjudged. The fact that our men were 
starved, frozen and indecently buried is not 
believed, but mitigating circumstances are 
offered that their own troops were no better 
provided for. 

Personal violence of inhuman guards or 
want and confinement are denied. They 
insist that better treatment was shown to- 
ward their prisoners than was manifested 
by the Yankees for captured rebels. Upo.. 
the head of the Secretnrj' of War is poured 
the violence of wrath for his refusal to or- 
der an exchange. Whatever sorrows or 
trials were placed npon Union prisoners 
were in consequence of similar cases at the 
North.
